NHK claims painstaking research and experimenting' should

According to Shigenori Hama- 
da of the Radio Regulatory 
Bureau of the Postal Services 
Ministry, It will be two years 
before color TV sets cad" 'be' 
produced In this country. ol * 
The two main drawbacks to 
mass production now are pro- 
hibitive costs (each set now 
costs ¥500.000) and the difficul- 
ties encountered In produbifcg'tt' 
clear image of the three pri- 
mary colors of red, green and 
blue on the viewing screen. 

At present, both NHK and 
NTV use RCA sets imported 
from the United States but 
since these are operated - -on sa 
narrow band of six megacycles, 
natural color reception is 
hampered by technical difficul- 
ties* 

According to NHK, the only* 
countries where color television 
is being broadcast are the 
United States and Canada, 
even Britain and France are 
still In the experimental stage. . 

NHK thus claims carefui eoc-" 
perimentatlon and spadework - 
must first be carried out be- 
fore plunging headlong into 
color television. 

However. NTV, which is the 
only commercial TV station Veil* l, 1 
gaged in experimental color te\e- t 
casting, says the RCA sets are' 
good and wants to use them in 
spreading the use of color 1 TV- 3 
sets in this country. 

An official of NTV’s telecast- 
ing section says any delay, will ,, 
only put this country behind,, 
other countries aad that yrith- 
out popular diffusion of the 
sets, color telecasting will not 
become cheap. 

NTV plans to import 200 x*~. 
ceiver sets, costing ¥100 mil- 
lion, this year for distribution . 
to prominent display centers in 
Tokyo but the main drawback 
to this plan is the lack of for- 
eign exchange. ' 

The Ministry of InternatJbbW'. u . 
Trade and Industry will pe^ittit^ 
the Import of only 100 TV : s«fi^' 
this year for the entire industry.
